In the practice of crop rotation a 
farmer has at his command a means 
whereby he can materially reduce acre 
costs or Increase the output of 
his 
land, say s W. W. Weir, associate soil 
technologist of the United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture. Perhaps that 
fact is not news to 
many 
farmers 
who have been using rotation in their 
crop sy stem; they know it is a bene­ 
ficial practice. 
They may he surprised, however, 
say s Mr. Weir, to learn that crop ro­ 
tation is nearly as effective in increas­ 
ing soil productivity as the 
use 
of 
manure 
and 
commercial 
fortillr-ers. 
Furthermore, 
crop 
rotation 
can 
be 
practiced usually with no outlay of 
money , whereas the use of commercial 
fertilizers req uires an ex penditure of 
money . 
A study of the long-continued soil 
fertility ex periments of this country 
and of England, made by the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, has brought out 
some important facts about crop rota 
tion in its relation to soil productivity . 
In general, say s Mr. Weir, they show 
that 
rotation 
without 
the 
use 
of 
manure or commercial 
fertilizers Is 
nearly as efficient in effecting crop in­ 
creases as the use of fertilizers with­ 
out rotation. 
The beneficial ciTecis of 
crop rotation are different from the 
benefits derived from the use of fer­ 
tilizers; so that when these two farm 
practices are combined the one prac­ 
tice adds to the benefits of tlie other, 
making the resultant increase almost 
twice that secured by either practice 
used alone. 
On 
soils 
long 
under 
cultivation 
highest y ields are possible only when 
rotation and the use of fertilizers are 
practiced together.
